MR. WHEELER. 


Those who were lucky enough to 
have ridden up from Portemouth or 
the south-west district last Sunday 
realised what the true delights of 
cycling are. Starting early in the 
morning I wheeled along the famous 
old road in the heel of a pleasant eou’- 
wester, and seemed to reach Guildford 
in no time. Seldom do I remember a 
more perfect day for bicycling, and 
yet even the road from Ripley into 
ingston seemed remarkably empty. 
Perhaps the wind had something to 
do with this, as it blew in the teeth 
of those leaving town in that direc- 


tion. — 

But a little while back the first 
change came about on the Ripley 
Road. It was when the celebrated old 
Anchor at Ripley changed hands; now 
the equally popular Angel at Ditton 
is under à new management. The 
popularity of these 2 old cycling hos- 
telries appear to be somewhat on the 
wane among the cyclists who 
down the road on Sundays. One 
notices co many other inns along the 
road crowded with wheelfolk. At one 
time there were only 2, or at the best 
3, halting places for the cyclist be- 
tween Richmond Park and Ripley. 


While speaking of hotels on thie 
road I may mention that Mr. Smith, 
the well-known cyclist and proprietor 
of the White Lion at Cobham, showed 
me a remarkable find he has recently 
made. In ecrapin away the old 
papere off the walle of one of his 
rooms the workmen discovered come 
oak panelling, and on removing more 
the whole room was found to be 
panelled in this manner. Those who 
are wheeling Cobham way should take 
the opportunity of seeing the new oak 
room. A cycling friend of mine who 
was there on Sunday was so impressed 
that he has been tearing away pieces 
of wall paper from all the rooms in 
his own house. 


I notice a good deal of discussion ie 
taking place upon the subjects of gear- 
cases, and that some authorities are 
advocating naked chains. I have 
always used a detachable metal case 
with an oil bath, which, if cleaned out 
after a ride throsgh heavy rain or 
on very wet roads, I have always found 
answer capitally. I find no great 
trouble in detaching and attaching the 
lower half of my Carter case. My ex- 
perience teaches me that it is far more 
trouble to lace up a leather one. My 
experiences of long rides on machines 
minus a gear-case have often been the 
reverse of pleasant, particularly when 
one arrives late at night, and is more 
anxious to get a meal than to carefully 
wipe one’e chain dry. 


Had T been in the neighbourhood of

should have made an effort to look on 
at the so-called great cycliet meet. I 
hear from a friend who wae present 
that the whole business was rather a 
frost. It is perhaps worth putting on 
record those established clubs who 
aided the Kingeton magistrates on this 
occasion. ey were the Catford, 
Surrey Wheelers, Chelsea, Wands- 
worth, Kingston, and iohmond 
bicycling clubs, besides some other 
minor clubs.
